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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. In the remarks applicant argues in substance that; A) Lo does not teach interrupted stream generated by 
interrupting the data stream. 

In response to A) The applicant is reminded that the claim language is merely recites interrupted stream and generated by interrupting the 
data stream. It failed to provide any details or specifies "interrupted stream" and how it was interrupted. Lo teaches generating repaired 
packet for lost data or packet which occurred during faulty transmission or error (Fig. 1 & 2, Column 3, lines 26-40 and Column 4, lines 5- 
25). The examiner is broadly interpreting the repaired packet to be interrupted data and faulty transmission or error in transmission to be 
interruption. Therefore, teaching of Lo meets the claimed limitation. 

B) Lo does not teach the interruption information is at least one of a compression ratio, a signal-to noise ratio, an amount of data, and a 
number of layers of said data stream. 

In response to B) Lo teaches packet length of the repaired packet which specifies the length of the payload (Fig. 2). The payload amount of 
the repaired packet is broadly interpreted by the examiner to be the "amount of data". Therefore, teaching of Lo meets the claimed 
limitation.. 
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
